it is exposed from the AustroGerman 
forces on the north, aided by the stab 
In the back which Serbia is receiving 
at the hands of Bulgaria.'’ 
While there was no criticism of the 
conduct of the near eastern campaign 
there was a general demand, when 
the nouse of lords met, for informa­ 
tion and the suggestion of a smaller 
cabinet to have charge of the war re­ 
ceived support. 
I gird Lansdowne, in his reply, gave 
a general review of the Saloniki oper­ 
ations, while Earl Curzon of Kedles- 
ton made the statement that Premier 
Asquith had under consideration the 
matter of a smaller executive body. 
Lord Lansdowne explained that the 
British 
force 
landed 
at 
Saloniki. 
which numbers about 13,000 men, was 
sent at the request of Serbia and at 
the instance of Venizelos (then pre­ 
mier) 
for the 
purpose 
of enabling 
Greece to fulfill her treaty obligations 
to Serbia. 


Stronger Force Available. 


A 
much 
stronger force 
had been 
placed under orders at the same time 
the Saloniki troops were dispatched, 
but its ultimate destination would de­ 
pend on the situation and the report 
of General 
Monro, the new 
British 
commander-in-chief, who has already 
reached the Gallipoli peninsula. 
Earl Loreburn had asked whether 
the dispatch of troops to Saloniki had 
been determined upon with the ap­ 
proval of the naval and military ad­ 
visors and whether the government 
could move assurance that full pro­ 
vision had been made for the com­ 
munication of this force and for its 
supply of men and material to the 
satisfaction of the naval and military 
experts. 
“We are disappointed in the Darda­ 
nelles enterprise." the earl continued, 
and he added that he did not know 
whether 
that 
enterprise 
had 
com­ 
menced with or without the advice of 
the na'al and military authorities and 
one could not help asking whether 
this new venture would be a repeti­ 
tion of that. 
The greatest danger from 
which this country could suffer, the 
speaker said. was unpreparedness and 
indecision. 
The Marquis of l^ansdowne replied 
that Earl Kitchener, minister of war. 
was present at every cabinet meeting 
and it was impossible to suppose that 
he would allow himself to he deflected 
from his course by tile pressure of his 
civilian colleagues 
Apart from that, the speaker added, 
the procedure by the committees and 
the councils had given a far greater 
opportunity to the military and naval 
exports to assert themselves and make 
their views known. 
The cabinet as a 
whole considered both naval and mill 
tary and political aspects of the case, 
so the ministers and their, advisers 
took account of both sides of the prob­ 
lem. but 
whatever particular views 
were given by the military and naval 
advisers 
the ultimate 
responsibility 
for a decision on them must rest on 
the government

will lie left only a small amount of 
light gray. Huffy ash.

pure wool is lighted it will Is* found to 
Ullin much more slowly and with a less 
steady name, emitting a characteristic, 
uiibi, hissing noise and a strong odor 
very similar to that of burned horn. 
There xvii I ! *e numb more ash remain 
inc than in the case of cotton, ami it I 
wilt be in tile form of a crinkly, black. 
crisp ball. 
In applying this test to a fabric the 
whole sample should not Is* burned at 
once. for lf It Is a so culled wool piece 
containing considerable cotton It will 
be very difficult to determine whether 
it is burning more like cotton or wool. J 
Threads should Is* taken from the sam­ 
ple. several each from the warp ami 
tile woof, and burned separately. With I 
a very little prnetk*e one will I ie able to j 
detect the centon threads by the char­ 
acteristic manner of burning.

times it is well to pick a thread apart 
with a pin and test Hie individual fiber 
with the Hallie to determine whether 
the thread is entirely wool or mixed 
with cotton.-Jean Donaldson Martin 
In Mothers’ Magazine.

The British w ar of­ 
fice will not release the Americans I 
it has enlisted. 
The American embassy in London, 
which has been successful in having 
between fifty and 
sixty 
American 
minors released from British m ilitary 
service, could not extend this ser­ 
vice to the adults. 
In answ er to many appeals from 
men who joined the Canadians and 
who have survived hard fighting, th*- 
embassy passed the question to Ha­ 
state departm ent at Washington. The 
departm ent’s answer quoted the fol­ 
lowing order of 1901, which is still 
in force. 
“ The Department of State, In an 
instruction to the United States Con­ 
sul at Louranco Marques, during th* 
Boer war, held that an American cit­ 
izen who wilfully tak**s up arm s in 
the service of a foreign stat** must 
bear the consequences of I*is act, and 
cannot export, while he serves under 
a foreign banner, to be p rot cited by 
this government.” 
Previous to receipt of ttits instruc­ 
tion. Inquiry by the embassy at the 
British war office, elicited the state 
ment that the British government 
was unwilling to rd* ase 
American 
adults who have taken ‘the King’s 
oath. 
So, American fighters must keep a 
fighting until death or peace musters 
them out.
